Jim Burns, the Chief Engineer at WBBM Chicago, has forwarded a 
copy of your letter to me regarding the spurs. I want you to 


know that I appreciate your time and effort involved in writing 
the letter. 


I am taking immediate steps to get involved in this problem and 
as a first courst of action I plan to send my spectrum analyzer 
out to WBBM and have a good look at what's going on in the plate 
of that 50 kw transmitter. 


It is my recollection that this problem was present in the past, 
but we installed a trap tuned to WGN's frequency that ended the 
problem at that time. 


As you know, the make up of intermod products is such that WBBM's 
transmitter may be clean but that some other B/C station could 
be the culprit even though you hear the WBBM modulation on the 
spur. 


Again thank you for your time and courtesy and be assured that 
it is greatly appreciated.

Local station "W" lies ten kilometers due east; distant station 
"K", on the same frequency, lies 1000 kilometers due west. You 
have never heard "K", since your regular loop cannot null local 
"WwW" without nulling "K" as well. Voila, the LSCA can null out 
"Ww", and "K" will come in loud and clear! 


Station "K" in California is testing for the CPC this morning on 
1400 kHz. You would like to try for it from your Midwest loca- 
tion, but dawn has hit the East Coast, and so has a barrage of 
fresh graveyarders with their anthems and farm reports. Use 
your loop? Forget it! Voila, the LSCA has such a wide null it 
can knock out everything to the east, and "K" can come in loud 
and clear!

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The LSCA-1 is the end result of years of research and experimenta~ 
tion into cardioid arrays. The extreme instability, delicacy and 
unpredictability that once discouraged their use have largely been 
overcome, so that the LSCA-1 is intended to all but replace the 
ordinary loop for DX'ing purposes. 
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The LSCA~1 may be described as a tri-sectional combination of loop, 
longwire, and control unit: 


1) LOOP SECTION - a 6-turn, 2-band, low-Q, altazimuth, unbalanced 
spiral loop. Although it is designed primarily for use in the 
cardioid mode, it can serve as a better-than-average figure-8 
loop as well. The altazimuth feature is for use only in the 
figure-8 mode. 


2) SENSE SECTION - a long-wire 20 to 40 meters in length with a 
shielded lead-in. The exact length and lay of the longwire is 
left to the builder's experimentation. 


3) CONTROL SECTION - a commercially-available FET amplifier, such 
as the "BCB Super-Booster”" or the BAX-1, along with those swit~ 
ches, capacitors, and potentiometers necessary for tuning and 
operation. 


(WARNING: This device is not for beginners; the user must be basi- 
cally familiar with loops and loop construction before attempting to 
build the LSCA-1. Experienced Dx'ers, and especially cardioid ex- 
perimenters, know all-too-well why). 


Parts and components used in the LSCA-1 are all commonly available; 
with the possible exception of the FET amplifier, no part need be 
specially ordered. In the United States, Calectro and Archer pro-

5) Lay cross-frame on the floor with A on top and B on the bot- 
tom. Implant six (6) small machine screws T5 halfway into each 
end of B as indicated.

10) Mount G onto chassis-side of A so that G rests flush against 
top side of K and with component shafts toward the front. Af- 
fix with two small machine screws T5. 


11) Mount FET amplifier on K with appropriate Té hardware. Use min- 
imal length metallic spacers to clear surface of K yet ground 
amplifier to it. "“Working/soldering" surface of amplifier, of 
course, should face outward so that necessary connexions may 
be made, 


12) Mount toggle switches 51, 82, and 53 on J so that they flick 
vertically (Refer back to Step 3). 


13) Use insulated hook-up wire W5 to connect opposite corner lugs 
of S2 (middle switch) "criss-cross" fashion as illustrated. 


14) Hook up power circuit for FEY? amplifier as illustrated. 9-volt 
transistor battery is to lie loose on the bottom of K. 


15) Hook up primary winding W1/L1 to tuning capacitor Cl. Store 
some slack on both sides behind amplifier; it may be needed 
for the LSCA-2 conversion later on. (If you drilled the W1 
holes in A and K a bit too large, it may be advisable to tie 
knots in the wires as appropriate in order to keep the wind- 
ings from loosening). 


16) Hook up band-change circuit as illustrated. Use tape or "spa- f 
ghetti" to insulate capacitor léads, or cut them short and use 

more W5. (Remaining S1 lugs are for a future LSCA-2 conversion). ) 
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17) Wind the loop secondary with W2, //ing the third primary wind- 
ing from the outside. Double back ends around appropriate ma- 
chine screws at the bottom of A. Attach one end to center ter- 
minal of potentiometer R1; bring other end into the chassis 
box via the top corner and behind the amplifier. After draw- 
ing the winding tight, tie a holding knot where the wire exits 
from behind the amplifier board, then attach the end to the 
nearest center terminal of switch S2. 
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18) Use either a piece of #H or WS to connect the RH terminal of R1 
to the remaining center lug of S2. If Wz (recommended), con— 
nect braid to amplifier ground. (Again, leave some slack in an- 
ticipation of a future conversion to the LSCA-2). 


19) Connect one "criss-cross" on S2 with the input terminal of the 
FET amplifier; connect the remaining one with amplifier ground. 


20) At this point, plug antenna coil Le into the .9-cm. hole on top 
of K so that the alignment screw sticks above the box and the 
middle terminal underneath faces outward from the amplifier. 
(The use of Epoxy is recommended to prevent possible coil rota- 
tion when aligning the ferrite core). 


21) Connect inner lead of co-ax W4 (longwire lead-in) to LH terminal 
of coil L2; connect braid to amplifier ground. 


22) Connect center terminal of Le with center terminal of potention— 
eter R2; connect RH terminal of R2 with the imput terminal of 
the FET amplifier. 

23) Connect inner lead of co-ax W3 (receiver connexion) to the out- 
put terminal of the FET amplifier; connect braid to amplifier 
ground. 

24) Check over above steps carefully for errors; see that the con- 
nexions agree with the schematic diagramme below: 
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25) Attach 9-volt battery to connector, then close up the chassis 
box with two screws provided, being careful not to pinch wires, 
short components, etc. All cables and wires exit via the four 
triangular corner holes as appropriate. 

26) Turn the loop over (A-side down). Use wood screw T4 to attach 
end of C to B at center of brace, so that the holes in C run 


// to B. 

27) Loosely attach holding plate I to dowel E using 13 hardware. 
28) Place dowel E in loop-base socket, plate-end down. Attach C to 
I side of E via nearest Kole to brace on C and top hole on EF 

using T2 hardware.

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Initial Testing 


1) Attach the appropriate cables to the longwire and the receiver. 
The connexion to the receiver terminals must be unbalanced and 
grounded. 


2) Initial control settings: Potentiometers fully CCW, power off. 
3) Tune in a "blank spot" on the receiver. 


4) Turn LSCA-1 power switch on, A sudden onrush of noise indicates 
that the FET amplifier is working. 


5) Rotate loop-gain potentiometer (Rl) fully CW. Experiment with 
the LSCA-1 as a figure-8 loop, trying out different situations. 
Leave R2 at its full CCW setting. Play with the "pattern-re~ 
verse" (PR) switch; if it doesn't do anything, then you've got 
a perfect figure-8 loop, otherwise don't worry about it. 


6) To use the ISCA-1 in the cardioid mode: 
a) Choose a target station on the receiver. 


b) With gain controls as in Step 5 above, peak the station on 
the figure-8 pattern. 


c) Now rotate sense-gain potentiometer (R2) fully CW. 


a) Position the PR switch to the weaker signal, usually as in- 
dicated on the S-meter. 


e) Slowly and carefully turn R2 searching for a "dip" in the 
S-meter. If unsuccessful, return R2 fully CW, then try Rl. 


f) Adjust all three controls for the best null on the station, 
g) Flick the PR switch; the station should now blast in. 
h) Rotate the loop by hand; note the cardioid pattern. 
These steps may seem complex at first, but experience and a lot of 
practice will simplify the procedure tremendously. It takes time 


to develop an instinctive feeling for the controls and to visualise 
the pattern at any one time, but practice makes perfect cardioids.

NEBE - A DXER'S PARADISE 


Carl Dabelstein K@SBV &

We have been asked by Dave Fischer to write a supplement to his recent 
article "“NEBE--A SUPER SIGNAL SNATCHER", 


Our Project NEBE (NEbraska BEverage) was set up during the Fall of 1972 
at the University of Nebraska Field Laboratories, about midway between Lin- 
coln and Omaha. We were authorized to use one square mile of land for the 
erection of our BCB Beverage. The site, which included an unheated metal 
building about 8 ft. square, was approximately halfway between the towns of 
Ithaca and Memphis, one mile south of Nebraska Highway 63--a location totally 
free of manmade noise. We were roughly 22 miles from the nearest BCB trans- 
mitter, four miles from the nearest town and slightly over one mile from the 
nearest road. A more ideal setting for BCB DXing cannot be found. 


Reaching the NEBE site required a trek of one mile over land, and the 
only "road" to our site was frequently impassible. This proved to be the only 
drawback to our location. The slightest rain or snow made ready access imposs- 
ible. We could have made the journey on foot, but we would have been unable 
to carry our receivers, recorders, power and audio cables, etc. Due to this 
limitation we were able to spend only a few DX sessions at the NEBE site after 
the antenna was erected. 


Comfort in sub-freezing temperatures was possible, thanks to an electric 
heater, a Coleman stove, heavy coats and a great quantity of hot coffee and tea 


Our Beverage was 3200' (about 0.6 miles) in length, situated on a bearing 
of 300°, or just west of northwest. The antenna performed much better than we 
had anticipated. Everything you have read about the performance of the Bever- 
age is true. Any time of the day, the performance was fantastic. The remainder 
of this article will describe some of our reception observations during the day, 
night and transition periods. 


I. Daytime Reception. Due to the bearing of our Beverage, we were some- 
what handicapped in evaluating its daytime performance. The station density 
along a bearing of 300° in this part of the country is very low. There were 
some definite surprises though. At our home QTH in Lincoln (some 25 miles to 
the south), the daytime regulars on 1350 are KRNT, Des Moines, IA, and KMAN 
Manhatten, KS. At NEBE there was no trace of these stations; rather, KBRX, 
O'Neill, NE, dominated the frequency with an S-9 signal. Other loggings in- 
cluded KTWO, Casper, WY, on 1030, with an S-4 signal, which is totally inaud- 
ible at the home QTH in the daytime. KIOA, Des Moines, IA, completely domin- 
ates 940 in Lincoln. At NEBE, this signal was fighting it out with KVSH, Val- 
entine, NE. In five years of BCB DXing in Lincoln, Ghoti was never able to 
log KCSR-610, Chadron, NE; the usual pest being WDAF in Kansas City. At NEBE, 
KCSR was definitely audible under WDAF. Obviously, the above daytime loggings 
were only possible due to the signal-snatching power of the Beverage Antenna. 


II. Transition Period Reception. DXing both the sunrise and sunset con- 
ditions proved to be most interesting. Evening signals from the west appeared 
at least one hour earlier on the Beverage than on the home equipment. As a 
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result of the antenna's directional characteristics, many sunset sign-offs 
previously unheard became regulars. The nulling of signals from the east 
really opened up many of the frequencies. Regular evening sign-offs included 
KMER-950, Kemmerer, WY, KBHB-810 Sturgis,SD, KBRJ-950, Boise, ID, KURL~730, 
Billings, MI, and KBLI-690, Blackfoot, ID. 


Sunrise skip also was unique. Daytime signals from Wyoming, Montana and 
Idaho were heard nearly 3-1/2 hours after our sunrise. This is long after 
the respective signals have disappeared at the home QTH. Stations which could 
regularly be heard at this time included KURL-730, KGHL-790, KSEN-1150, KGCX- 
1480, and KOFI-1180 from Montana, and KYME-740, KBOI-670, KSEI-930, KAYT-970, 
KUPI-980 and KGEM-1140 from Idaho, 


III. Nighttime Reception. Both the directional and the gain character- 
istics of the Beverage were quite apparent during the nighttime hours. Many 
pests at the home QTH were totally absent at the NEBE site. 


Due to the limitations noted above, we were able to have only two all- 
night sessions at NEBE. Surprisingly, although both occurred during periods 
of high auroral activity, reception to the northwest was outstanding. 


The most surprising station of all our NEBE loggings had to be KBMY~1240, 
Billings, MT. At a distance of over 700 miles, their 250 watts provided a con- 
sistent S-9 signal between midnight and 6 a.m. local time. 


One has to hear the tapes of this station to appreciate the value of the 
Beverage. Fellow DXers Paul Hart, Dick Truax and Bill Nittler have heard 
some of our tapes and will readily attest to our description. 


The following is a summary of some typical after-midnight reception dur- 
ing the Fall of 1972 at NEBE compared to that at the home QTH:

CHASING A PIRATE 
Ron Musco 


On January 16th, Thursday night, Russ Edmunds called to inform 
me that a "pirate" was operating on 1630 kHz. The programming was 
that of WDRC-FM 102.9 mHz. 

After discussing his reception I suggested calling WDRC's engi- 
neer and Russ concurred. I phoned the station and the engineer on 
duty was interested in my reception-as I was hearing the pirate at 
an 3-7 level looping south towards Hartford. 

The engineer on duty checked a receiver that was available at 
the studio. He called me back to say that he could only detect a 
carrier on 1630 kHz. He was going to call his boss and inform him 
of my call. 

About five minutes later, Wayne Mulligan, the chief engineer 
phoned me and I suggested that he visit my home to hear the "pi- 
rate" in person as he did not have a receiver at home that tuned 
1630 kHz. He was aware of the pirate but hadn't heard him yet. 

Wayne arrived about 7 p.m. and was very much interested in the 
pirate who was relaying WDRC-FM "live." He phoned his engineer 
who shut-down the FM Stereo transmitter (by remote control) about 
7:25 pm for five seconds. Sure enough, the music stopped on my 
receiver-but a carrier was left! The pirate was still on but with 
no audio. 

Wayne had received a letter from a frequency monitor in Cleve- 
land, Ohio back in December who reported a signal on 1631 kHz IDt 
ing as WDRC. 

Wayne phoned Russ and a conversation ensued that lasted at least 
20 minutes. Russ reported that the pirate was being heard by DX't 
ers in New Jersey and Chris Lucas in Danbury, CT. Russ reported 
that the pirate looped 35 degrees from his location which seemed 
to place him in the Waterbury area. The pirate looped south for 
mee 

Wayne and I discussed DX, radio, and WDRC for about three hours. 
WDRC's AM transmitter (1360 kHz) is in Bloomfield, CT. and the FM 
transmitter is on West Peak in Meriden, CT. The FM transmitter 
receives its signal by a studio-transmitter-link (STL) from stu- 
dios at 750 Main Street in Hartford. At night, WDRC-FM programs 
separately from WDRC-AM. 

Wayne was confident that his equipment was operating correctly 
and that we did indeed have a pirate and he was concerned about his 
existence. Wayne had informed the FCC Boston office back in De- 
cember of the strange signal on 1631 kHz. While talking, we noted 
that the pirate had left the air about 7:45 pm. 

Wayne was kept, informed by me of the pirates operating hours. He 
had a portable Field Intensity Meter and told me that he was going 
out Sunday night /Monday morning (January 19th/20th) and try to lo- 
cate the pirate. ; 

Monday morning I was DX'ing and noted the pirate 1:30-4:00 am 
with an S-8 level, no fading, and still looping south. 

Wayne phoned Monday night at 5 pm and we discussed the situation. 
He thought he had located the pirates location as Southington, CT. 
(this seemed to agree with Russ). He also suggested that 1 join 
him in "chasing the pirate." I volunteered my services. 

The weather Monday night at 7 pm was 9 degrees and clear skies 
with the wind chill factor bringing the temperature down to -20 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
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Our first stop was the junction of I-84 and Route 10 in South- 
ington. At our disposal was the Field Intensity Meter (FIM) anda 
portable AM/FM radio. This radio was used to check that we had 
the pirate on the FIM. 

In an open parking lot in Southi on the pirate was loud and 
clear with a strength of 100 uVolts meter/mile. The pirate looped 
southeast based on three readings taken along Route 10 on hilly 
clearings. 

We proceeded south towards Meriden (note that location). Ata 
point west of "West Peak" the pirate looped east-towards the trans- 
mitter. Checking with the FIM, the signal was stronger near the 
"peak" but was not coming from it. 

We drowe into a housing development east of the transmitter and 
the FIM was reading about 3 millivolts. We monitored several lo- 
cations and the pirate "seemed" to be in back of us, back towards 
the transmitter! 

Persevering, we drove back towards West Peak and beyond, into 
West Meriden. The FIM showed a decrease in reading. Well, we 
were confused. It was 10 pm and we drove east again. Aha! West 
Peak again! 

Well, we drove up the snowy, icy, park road, dodging 4-wheel 
drive jeeps to reach the 1,000 foot summit. We parked at the 
transmitter site which also contains WKSS-FM 95.7, WHCN-FM 105.9, 
a telephone microwave relay, and WATR's FM transmitter. 

The FIM registered a very low signal next to the tower and even 
lower inside the transmitter building on 1630 kHz. A pause in our 
activities seemed like a good idea-we discussed the problem. 

After a brief discussion we decided to re-trace our steps east of 
the transmitter. Several high schools and a technical school were 
checked out but the signal was only 6 millivolts and looped south- 
west of the transmitter. 

A Meriden police officer caught up to us at a grade school so 
explanations were in order and several questions were posed to him. 
He straightened out our bearings and told us where we were-near 
the private Meriden airport near the Wallingford town line. 

A glance at a road atlas shows West Peak in Meriden, the airport, 
and the town of Wallingford. At the airport, the pirate looped 
west towards a "mountain" of sorts. 

Checking the FIM in a housing development led te to a long, lone- 
ly road on the mountain. Walking with the FIM proved interesting 
{-20 degrees gave us a brisk pace). A point on the road gave us a 
reading of 25 millivoltst 

The FIM located two houses on a very large lot. Your "brave" r«- 
porter ventured onto the property with Wayne keeping "guard" 
(warm)! I concluded my walk about half-way to the rear-most hous# 
on the large lot. By this time I was cold, wet, and apprehensive 
about doing these things at midnight in a strange area. 

Checking in with Wayne, we decided to call it a night-he would 
return that afternoon in daylight. 

A phone call Tuesday night from Wayne, who was at the transmit- 
ter, proved enlightening. The pirate wasn't on during the day and 
"investigating" his location hadn't turned up a thing. However, 
he was on at opm relaying WHCN-FM! I fired up my HQ-180 and hearil 
him again on 1630 kHz with a WHCN-FM ID. 

Wayne informed me that he was going to the pirates location. Ar 
5:20 pm my receiver informed me that the pirate had gone off the 
air. “Ahai" I said. ; : 

A phone call from Wayne a short time later was discouraging. 

Half-way to the pirates location he noticed that he had left the 
air. Proceeding to the pirates house, the FIM showed no carrier. 
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Discouraged, he returned home. 

The pirate was again noted January 23rd, Thursday, around 8:30 
pm. Wayne was in Meriden and again proceeded to the pirates sup- 
posed location. He again noted a strong signal and while ponder- 
ing the situation, a woman walked out of a nearby house. He asked 
her if there were any "hams" in the area. She replied: "Yes, on 
the next road over." She volunteered to lead Wayne to the general 
area. 

This "area" was parallel to the road we had thought to be the pi- 
rates location. It contained a large housing development. Wayne 
checked the FIM at various points and consulting with persons liv- 
ing in the neighborhood, he narrowed his search down to two houses. 

Checking the FIM in one yard gave him a reading of 1 volt! A 
young man came out of the house and told Wayne to leave the pro- 
perty. Wayne told the young man to "Turn it off!" 

The FCC was contacted Friday, January 24th, and they said that 
they would meet with Wayne the following Monday to investigate 
the matter. 

The pirate was noted operating all weekend-as usual. 

Wayne met the gentleman from the FCC at the Holiday Inn in 
Meriden at 11 am Monday. The pirate was noted on the FIM in the 
eee They proceeded to the pirates location and arrived about 
11:45 am. 

A tape recording was made of the pirates broadcasting and a WDRC 
ID was recorded at noon. An investigation of the pirates yard 
followed and a long wire was discovered. The wire was attached to 
a pole whose base was attached to a small shed in the back~yard. 

Removing the sheds cover revealed a Heathkit DX-100 and an FM 
tuner. Pictures were taken of the set-up. 

At this point the young man, who proved to be 23 years old, came 
out of the house and asked: "What's going on?" The FCC man showed 
his ID and introduced Wayne to the stations operator. 

At first the operator denied owning the equipment. A very short 
time later he admitted that he wasn't a ham but did hold a current 
ist Class FCC Radio-telephone license. 

He was then asked to: "Turn it off." He promptly complied. 

We are not concerned with what the FCC's action is in this mat- 
ter-suffice to say, the FCC will do something to this pirate. 

In the meantime, Wayne will answer a reception report that he 
received from an NRC member in Pennsylvania. It was an excellent 
report speci fying 1630 kHz and WDRC-FM programming. 

I thi he said: "You were indeed hearing WDRC-FM programming 
that night in December on 1630 kHz. However...." 


Wayne, Russ, and I don't necessarily mean to imply that "all" 
pirates should be stricken from the airwaves. The pirate de- 
seribed in this article was a "special" case and this article is 
meant to show how he was located.

can be greatly boosted by ruming the amp on higher voltage, say 16 to 18 volts 
DC, Instead of 9 volts DC. Slight instability may develop if an outboard source 
is used for the higher voltage (ecg » & Burgess 5156), which should be correctable 
by twisting and/or shielding the battery leadse I've had insufficient experience 
with the higher voltage arrangement to evaluate the possibility of damge to the 
transistors from running them with higher voltage (I dan"t think thie should be a 
Problem, however).
